JAMES GILMORE'S CRIME.

lift Strangles His Employer's Wife,
aud Then Suicides.

John McDonnell, a farmer in Tyrone
township, Kent county, went hunting on
tbo morning of Doe. 14, leaving his wife, a
comely woman of 31, to cure for the house,
and James Gilmore. his hired man, to look
after tho farm work. About noon Mr.
McDonnell returned homo and found his
wife doud upon the floor, with her eyes and
tong-.- protruding from her head and a
lightly twisted strap about her neck.

She had evidently been choked lo death
aftor a desperate struggle, us indicated by
tho eonditiou of her clothing and the dis-
order of the furniture.

Tho horrified husband gave the alarm,
asd, aided by tho neighbors who responded
to his callo, began a search of the premises.
They soon fouud the body of Gilinore in a
timber lot across the road from the
.house. His bre.ist and neck were torn
open by a chargo of shot from an old
musket which lay beside him.
Tho surroundings indicated that he placed
the muzzle of tue gun against his breast
with the butt on the grouud and had pulled
the triggor with his foot.

There is no settled theory of what led to
the awful tragedy, but it is supposed that
Jilmorc, having been foiled in un attempt

to commit u felonious assault ou tho woman
became curuged and killed her to prevent
her telling of his crime, aud then, seeing
that he would surely be arrested
for her murder, took his own life. Gilmoro
had worked for McDonnell several years,
and Wiis a good farm haud, but there has
long boon a belief that ho cared more for
Mrs. McDonnell than was wise for them
both. However, no positive proof of this
is shown us yet.

Michigan Falling: ISehind.
The executive committee of the supreme

council. Order of Chosen Friends, met in
Indianapolis a lew days ugo to consider
the schism which has been occasioned by
certain members in Michigan. T. 1$. Linn,
supreme recorder, has Just returned from
a visit to Michigau, where he went to in-

vestigate the trouble. In his report he
shows that the risks iu Michignu have
never lieeh pood. Wayne Council, in which
the disaffection began, has paid into tho
order $14,000 and has drawn out $J7,000, and
during the first half of tho present year
and up to the time of tho revolt, Michigan
paid inio tho relief fund, through eleven
assessments, $i3,K!3.r5, while t'JO.OJO was
paid beneficiaries in the state. Six of the
rebellious grand officers in Michigan weio
suspended.

NEWS SUMMARY.

BILLS BY THE BUSHEL.

Nearly Eleven Hundred Introduced
in the Housa in One Day.

Slattern of General Interest.
Correspondent of this paper.

The ether day there wero 1,004 bills In-

troduced in the house, many of them be-

ing duplicates, if not in language, at least
in the subject mutter of their provisions.
A dozen or more had reference to tlio
Hlair educational bill, and the silver men
came forward with no less than twenty
for the free coinago of silvor. Every mem-
ber from tho tobacco-growin- g states was
urmed with a bill asking fur tho repeal of
the tobacoo tax, while many wero even
more determined and asked for the total
abolition of the internal revenue system.

In this flood of bills Michigan men rode
on the crest of the waves. Gen. Cutcheon
had his pocket full of military bills. Could
tho General have his way he would relieve
the regular army of superfluous officers by
sending from the limited to tho unlimited
retired list ull officers who have reached
the ugo of 04. He would also have the of-

fice of ussistunt secretary of war
treated Indian fighters; entitled
to brevets, uud a military and
naval museum at Washington. Ho wants
all men who enlisted in 15 and who
were promoted or discharged for sickness
contracted in the service, to have the re-
maining t75 of their bounty, and thinks
there is a great need of modifying tho pen-
sion laws, und that tho bills he has intro-
duced will bring ubout a'A these changes.

O'Donnell's offering consisted almost ex-

clusively of private pension bills, und a
petition from the commercial travelers of
Michigan tor au amendment to the inter-
state commerce law.

Congress has been authorized to offer a
reward of $',000 for the arrest of Silcott,
tho absconding cashier.

Representative Chipm ;n has introduced
his bill providing for the construction of a
high bridgo across the Dctro.t river.

Tho special hou-- o committee investigat-
ing tho Silcott defalcation hus agreed upon
a report by the terms of which un appropri-
ation will le bsked to mako good the losses
sustained by the mombers of the house.

The senate has confirmed thenominutions
of David J. Hrewer of Kansas, associate
judge of the supreme court; William Wal-
ter Phelps miuister to Germany; Thomas
Anderson of Ohio, minister to iiolivia:
Fred Douglass, minister to Huti; A. Lou-
don Snowden of Pennsylvania, minister to
Greece; Wurucf P. of Michigan,
consul geueral at Nuevo Laredo.

The committee appointed to investigate
the condition of affuirs in the office of the
sergeaut in general, und Silcott s
rascalities in particular, is hard at work.

One member of
tho committee uys that if it is decided that
the sergeant-at-arm- s is a disbursing officer,
then a serious question at once arises as to
how the individual deposits and accumu-
lated salaries of the memoers are to be re-
garded ;whilo if it is held that the

arms Is not a disbursing ollcer,
then the extent of his agency and other
vexatious ques ioas must be ut once set-
tled. Tho developments already made
show an astonishing looseness in tho finan-
cial transactions of tho oifice. The testi-
mony already taken by the committee
shows that Loodom simply neglected the
financial affairs of the office, leaving every-
thing to Silcott. The evidence shows tht
Mr. Lcodom neglected to count his cash
and attend to tha financial affairs of the
office-- . He is severely criticised for this,
and for tho practice he hud of allowing
members to discount notes on their saUries
boforo they wero duo, mid in many cases
allowing mombers to overdraw their sal-
aries.

Is is also alleged that both Lredom
and Silcott were lond of attending the races
and betting, uud that Leedom knew of this
habit of his cashier and of the fast life he
was leading.

It is indctiulto wheu the committee will
finish tho work. It is proposed by tho
committco that tho mailer bo sent to the
Court of Claims for adjustment, and that
the action of tho house in the matter of re-
imbursing the members bo guided by the
decision of tho court, and this course may
be adopted us the most expeditious way of
settling the matter.

Supt. Porter will spend about a week in
New York and Philadelphia, where the
special agents In chargo of the collection
of statistics relative to manufactures and
other matters have their headquarters, and
the Michigan appointment will not bo made
until after his return.

PARNELL'S SPEECH.

Erin Must be iuilt Up by Irishmen.
Parnell delivered a speech in Notting-

ham a few days ago, In reply to the eddress
of Lord Salisbury.

He declared that there had never been
a movement of such magnitude in the
country, which wus so comparatively free
from crime, as the laud league movement.
The object of tho home rule movement, be
said, was to regenerate Irel.md, especially
with regard to her industrial condition.

Continuing, Mr. Parnell said that manu-
factures might be developed to such an
extent as to take the strain off the land
and enable the peoplo to look to other
means than farming for gaining a living,
but the idea was not tenable that Ireland
could bo governed by England promoting
her industries. Irishmen themselves must
promt.e Irish industries, by building har-
bors, cleaning out the channels of rivers
and reclaiming waste lands, not at the ex- -

so of the English exchequer, but of thefen exchequer, or, best of ull, through the
efforts of local and individual enterprise
and with private capital. Mr. Hal-four- 's

plau of making railways through
impoverished districts was a vain expendi-
ture of money. Homo ruke aimed at Na-
tional regeneration, and this implied the
re generation of industries und the indus-
trial and commercial spirit of tho people.
If home rule were granted it would not dis-
courage the rich peop e of England from
promoting industrial developments, but tho
money would bo judiciously unJ advautage-ousl- y

employed instead of being wasted, as
now, to maintain in power a government of
fraud and trickery. Expenditure of thut
sort would enable Ireland to get aud keep
her he.d above water und to ho exercise
and develop the qualities of her people
that she would be no longer an exhibition
for the wonder und scorn of the nations of
the world.

Mr. Parnell would not s ay that it would
be impossible to govern Ireland by coer-
cion, but Balfour's mixture of coercion and
constitutionality would never succeed. Mr.
Halfour had made several mistakes; among
them was that he had neglected to provide
for tho arrears of rent and tho restitution
of evicted tenants. This bud led to the
lormatiou of a new agrarian movement
which would sweep Halfour and his props
away as chaff is swept before tho whirl-
wind.

If tho government had nothing to bo
nsbamed of in its connection with tho
Times doubtless it would gratify curiosity
by making known the truth about that mat-
ter. The country wanted to know how far
the governmcut had gone in a
course so meau and so thoroughly con-
trary to the English spirit as to attack
men from ambush and by the use of such
disreputable instruments. He knew the
letters wero forgeries, but he would rather
have died than have accepted tho vindica-
tion the government offered him. Tho Par-
nell commission, iustead of trying tho per-
sonal indictment had tried the Irish nation
and the movement of the Irish party.

Mr. Parnell declares that ull talk about a
Protestant, minority being animated by a
spirit of hostility to an Irish parliament and
opposing it, or Catholics oppressing Protes-
tants is fallacious. He lurtler declares
that the modified home rule, i.s proposed
by Mr. Gladstone, is preferable to Grat-tan'- s

scheme, which contained soveral ele-
ments of friction.

THEY MEAN BUSINESS.

A National Convention of Colored
People Called.

Ono of the most important moves the
colored people have taken in a lon' lime in
advocacy of their rights is about, coming to
the surtaco. A uutional contention has
been called to be held in Washington tho
first Mouduy in February, for the purposo
of taking some action to remedy their
wrongs uud obtain the exercise of ail politi-
cal aud civil rights and privileges by color-
ed American citizens as aro guaranteed
them by tbo constitution aud laws of tho
Unitod States. The ob.ee ts to be attained
by this convention, are:

1. To organize a national association of
colored American citizens by which a
united and continuous eifort sh 11 be made
to relieve them from the. pcrsoual outrages
inllictcd upon them in the southern slates
und to obtain ail the rights of American
citizens now denied them in part of tho
country.

3. To ascertain tho opposing influences
that retard the growth of their educational,
moral and material interests.

3. To iuvoke congress to pass such legis-
lation us will enable the colored Americans
to exercise the right of franchise ia the
southern states without lcr of molesta-
tion; to puss a bill to pay the depositors
of the Frcedman's bank iu full lor their
deposits.

The colored clergy in Washingtoa
aud other citios have iuJwrsod the
scheme, and this seutimont ex-
tends over tho whole country.
The matter is deemed of such iuiorliince
to the colored people that .isiruci.ous havo
been scut to all prominent people of that
race throughout the country to, lo.tvo

unturned that will tend in any way
to accomplish the desired ob.ect.

Mr. Pledger of Georgia . dviss tho col-
ored people not to permit themselves to be
enumerated by the census t a -- ers in 13iK),

but to take to the woods" whtu tLoy come-round- .

His argument is, that us the col-
ored people are not allowe l to vote in tho
south, they aro now unjustly counted as
voters in making up tho uu.uber of con-
gressmen allotted to the soutn, aud if they
should not bo counted in tho next census-th-

congressional represeuta iou of tho
south in the new apportionment would, be
reduced to its proper dimensions.
